By supporting the Juan de Nova 2016 project you become in some 
ways a team member and as such it seems essent- ial to us to share with you the preparation for 
the operation. 


We are happy to announce that our tenth operator recently made it offic- ial that he will 
participate in the operation. We are talking about Diégo, F4HAU. 


Our team of pilots is also ready. It will be managed by Cedric, FFUKW, who will summarize 
the requests and comments received by "regional relays" who are: NSFG (NA/SA), ON9CFG 
(EU/AF), JJ3PRT (AS/OC). They will be the people to talk to before and during the expedition. 
We rely on you to provide them with relevant information to refine our propagation pre- 
dictions and organize our traffic. 


On the island, we will have a satellite connection. Although this set up is expensive, we 
consider it necessary to offer different services: online log, photos, news, correspondence with 
the pilots.
